LONDON, May 4.—The British last

On the 
Arras front, the British have main- 
tained their hold on Fresnoy and all 
the positions captured in that neigh- 
borhood in yesterday’s drive.

CHICAGO, May 4.-—The French en- 
voys arrived here at noon today for a 
two days’ stay. Marshal Joffre and for- 
mer Premier Viviani were greeted with 
cheers as they stepped: from the train. 
Major-General Barry, commander of the 
Central Department of the army, and 
his staff, and Mayor Thompson wel- 
comed the visitors to Chicago. 

Despite the precautions to keep secret 
the station at which the visitors would 
arrive there was a considerable crowd 
outside the train shed attracted there 
by the police detail and the detachment 
of the Illinois National Guard, the offi- 
cial escort. Crowds lined the streets 
as the procession traversed the down- 
town district and a roar of cheers 
greeted the Frenchmen when for the 
first time Chicago saw the military uni- 
form of France and the figure of her 
Marshal. 

The red cap of Marshal Joffre, waved 
in salute to the crowd, brought repeated 
burgts of cheers. 

Members of the mission rested on the 
special train during the first stage of 
the Middle Western and Eastern tour 
on which they started from Washington 
yesterday.

GERMANS HAVE FOOD FOR TWO 
YEARS, HOOVER DECLARES 


Says Bad Crop Is Only Chance of the 
People or the Army 
Starving. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—Herbert C. 
Hoover, chairman of the American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium, be- 
fore leaving for Washington to make his 
teport on food conditions in Eurype to 
President Wilson today, declared there 
was only one chance of the German peo- 


jple or the army starving and that was 


a bad crop. He said the Germans were 
consuming food on a strictly scientific 
basis, but that even if they were to live 
on a much more liberal scale than at 
present they would have enough food at 
least for two years. For a year or 
more, he added, they have been using 
only the surplus of the cattle, keeping 
the base of the herd intact.

NEW FOOD BILL 
T0 BE PRESSED IN 
HOUSE NEXT WEEK 


Provides for Price Fixing as 
Well as Jurisdiction Over 
Production and Distribution. 


READY FOR THE SENATE 


House Committee Approves 
Measure Providing for Sur- 
vey and Curb on Speculation. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Representa- 
tive Lever today sought assurance of 
House leaders that action would be ta! 
€n next week on his administration bill 
authorizing the Government to. exercise 
broad powers over food production, dis- 
tribution and prices during the war. A 
Similar bill is ready for presentation to 
the Senate and both are supplementary 
to measures pending in Congress provid- 
ing for a survey of food conditions and 
looking to prevention of speculation. 

The purposes of the new Dill, Repre- 
sentative Lever explained, are ‘‘to stim- 
ulate production, to reduce waste, 
clear the channels of distribution, to 
to eliminate injurious speculation, to pro- 
hibit evil practices on exchanges, and 
to protect the public against extortion.’’ 

Administration officials believe the 
measure would have the effect of pre- 
venting the evils it seeks to eliminate, 
without the exercise of the powers au- 
wirtawe 


ovisions of New Bill. 
In re Dill it is proposed to empower 


the President under the war clause of 
the Constitution to take these measures 


whenever in his opinion the national 
emergency shall require: 

To fix maximum and minimum prices 
for food, clothing, fuel and other neces- 
sities, and the articles required for their 
production; 

To prescribe regulations to govern th: 
production of these commodities and, if 
necessary, to requisition the producing 
factories, mines or other 
ments; 

To compel holders of necessities to re- 
lease them in amounts insuring oe 
ble distribution; 

To regulate exchanges in such as way 
as to eliminate market manipulation; 

To compel railroads to give preference 
to the movement of necessities: 

To levy such importation duties as he 
finds necessary to prevent excessiv3 
“dumping” of foreign products; 

To impose limitations or prohibitions 
upon the use of grain in the manufac- 
ture of liquor. 

In addition the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture would be empowered to establish 
standard food grades, to license and 
control the manufacture, storage and 
distribution of foods, to prescribe the 
percentage of flour to be milled from 
wheat and to regulate the mixing of 
wheat flour with other flour in the mak- 
ing of bread and other food. 


Committee Appreves Earlier Bill. 
The food measure introduced in the 


House earlier in the week, providing 
for-.a survey of the country's food re- 
sources &nd conferring certain powers 
to prevent food speculation, was or- 
dered favoratly reported from the 
Agriculture Committee yesterday. 
The committee reduced the appropria- 
tion carried from $25,000,000 to ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 and eliminated 
a section authorizing the Secretary 
of Agriculture to order the immediate 
sale of any food in such condition 
that unless promptly disposed of it 
would become unfit for use. The 
section will be incorporated in a 
coming third measure which is to con- 
fer broad powers on the Council of 
National Defense. 

“Factories, plants, mimes or other es- 
tablishments engaged in producing ne- 
cessafies may be requisitioned and op- 
erated by the Government if it be es- 
sential,” said Lever of the new Dill. 
‘Just compensation for the use is pro- 
vided. The Government is further au- 
thorized to purchase, produce or other- 
wise to procure necessaries and to sell 
them at cost. 


‘‘Powe: is granted to compel holders 
tc disgorge and put on the market neces- 
saries held by them in excess of amounts 
reasonably needed to supply their legiti- 
mate individual or business requirements 
for a reasonable time. The President 
may regulate exchanges, including their 
practices, quotations and the like, so 
as to avoid their employment as instru- 
mentalities to effect unjust market ma- 
nipwlations, injurious speculation and 
undue enhancement of prices. 


“The President is empowered to fix 
minimum prices, assuring fair and just 
relations to producers or owners, when- 
ever, In an emergency, he finds such 
action essential in order to encourage 
greater production. In such case, the 
Government will guarantee producers of 
necessaries within the United States, 
who act in reliance upon the guar- 
antee, that they will reecive not less 
than the minimum price prescribed for 
their products. 

Anti-Dumping Clause. 

“The bill also contains an anti-dump- 
ing clause. This vests power in the 
President to find what rates of duty 
on the importation of necessaries, for 
which minimum prices have been pre- 
scribed, are required to prevent fiood- 
ing of the American market with such 
excessive importations as to defeat the 
practical operation of the minimum price 
plan. When he determines these rates, 
by force of the statute itself they go 
into tmmediate effect. 

“Whenever ‘the President shall find 
that an emergency exists requiring such 
action, he is also empowered to fix

GERMAN ARMY ‘5. 


| Minister Against Whom Petrograd 


Demonstrations Are Directed 
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STRONGER THAN EVER” 


London. Times Military Writer 
Puts Present Man Strength 
at 6,000,000. 


LONDON, May 4.—Col. Repington, 
military expert of the London Times, 
back from the Western front, says: 

“In order _to understand the nature 
of the task set out for Field Marsha); 
Haig this year it is necessary first of 
all to realize the nature of the oppo- 
sition’ which confronts us, and our 
French and Belgian allies. 

“The Germans still are very strong, 
in fact stronger than they ever have 
been before. We must reckon their 
strength at 4,500,009 men in the field 
on both fronts, 600,000 on the lines of 
communication ‘and 1,000,000 in the 
depots in Germany. They have in- 
creased the number of divisions on the 
Western front to 155 and of this num- 
ber there are 68 between the North 
Sea and the Oise. The German 
strengths are fairly well maintained 
and the companies average 200 rifles. 

“To still be confronted with 6,000,000 
German fighters makes the later stages 
of the war a serious matter for all of 
the allies. We have besides tu reckon 
with 600,000 men of each successive Ger- 
man class as it is-called up. The 1918 
German class is already incorporated 
into the armies and the 1919 class is in 
the depots. | 

“On the other hand it is a fact that 
the German method of combing out Ger- 
man, industries for fighting men is prac- 
tically at an end. The only drafts hence- 
forth’ available are those from the 
younger classes and the _ recovered 
wounded. These will not be enough, if 
the fighting continues on the old scale, 
to keep the ranks full.” 


CHANCELLOR TO SPEAK ON 
PEACE IN REICHSTAG SOON 


Insistent Demand by Members for 
More Information on Foreign 
Affairs. 


COPENHAGEN, May 4.—Parliamen- 
tary correspondence in the Hamburg 
Fremdenblatt confirms the report that 
the German Imperial Chancellor, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, is to speak at an 
early date in the Reichstag on the for- 
eign situation, with particular reference 
to the peace question. 

The Chancellor's renewed appearance 
in the Reichstag so soon after nis recent 
speech on foreign affairs is due to the 
insistent demand of the members of the 
Reichstag for more information, they 
not benig satisfied with the communica- 
tion of Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, the For- 
eign Secretary, and Vice Admiral Cap- 
pelle, Minister of the Navy, and other 
Government representatives.

PARADERS DEMAND 
MILIUKOFE RESIGN 


Foreign Minister in Add 
to Demonstration Declares 
He Will Stand by Note to 


Delegates Dissatisfied, but 
Decide Not’ to Ask Gov- 
ernment to Retire. 


Think They Should Have 
Been Consulted on Com- 


munication -—- Induce 
Troops to Return to Bar- 
racks. 


PETROGRAD, May 4.—Demonstrations 
by soldiers and workmen against For- 
eign Minister Mitukoff occurred yester- 
day. Detachments of soldiers and citi- 
zen paraders gathered in front of the 
headquarters of the provisional Govern- 
ment carrying red flags with inscrip- 
tions demanding the resignation of the 
Minist'r and the provisional Govern- 
ment. 3 

After extended conferences between 
the executive committee of the work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates and the 
council of the provisional Government 
the executive committee decided that 
no reason was apparent for demanding 
the resignation of the Government. . The 
soldiers engaged in the demonstration 
were persuaded by the committee to re- 
turn to their barracks. 

War Note Cause of Trouble. 

The new Government's note to the al- 
lies, in which prosecution of the war 
was promised; -was the direct cause of 
| yesterday's outbreak, although discon- 
tent has been smoldering in some quar- 
ters for some time, on account of a 
doubt that the Foreign Minister was in 
full sympathy with the viewpoint of the 
soldiers and the workmen. Their dele- 
gates thought they should have been 
consulted before the anes to the allies 
was sent. 

Milidkoff, who is considered to be one 
of the strongest men in the new Gov- 
ernment and a thorough friend of the 
allied cause as a. whole, addressed the 
demonstration in front of the Govern- 
ment palace from a balcony yesterday. 
When he saw the banners inscribed with 
the words “down with Miliukeff,”) fe 
said he was fearful not for himself but 
for Russia. If the inscription interpret- 
ed the feelings of a majority of the citt- 
zens, he asked, what would be the con- 
dition of Russia? The entente allies 
would say Russia had betrayed her al- 
lies and had struck her name from the 
list of allied Powers. 

“The provisional Government cannot 
accept that view of things,’” continued 
Miliukoff. ‘I declare to you that the 
provisional Government, and myself, ae 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, will defend 
a position in which no one will dare to 
charge Russia with treason. 

‘Never shall Russia consent to a sepa- 
rate peace. 

Government a “Sailing Vessel.” 

‘The provisional Government is a sail- 
ing vessel which can only move with 
the help of the wind. We look, then, for 
your trust, which is the wind that is to 
make our ship go forward. I hope you 
will supply us with that breeze, and that 
your confidence will aid us in propelling 
Russia toward liberty. and prosperity, 
and in upholding the dignity of our 
great, free country.” 

The words of the Foreign 
evoked hearty cheering. 

Some of the banners carried by the 
paraders were inscribed “Down with 
Guchkoff” (The Minister of War), 
and “Down with the Provisional Gov- 
ernment.” 

Gen. Alexieff, Commander in Chiet of 
the Russian armies, has arrived on the 
Riga front. 

An order of the day issued by Gen. 
Brusalloff warns the soldiers against 
having relations with the enemy. I¢ 
says: 

“The enemy is seeking to establish 
}guch relations and taking advantage of 
this to gain information of the Russian 
defensive organization.” 

The Executive Committee of the 
workmen's and soldiers’ delegates dis- 
cussed Miliukoff's note to the allies 
all Wednesday night. It adjourned at 
daybreak yesterday without reaching 
a decision. Later in the day the com- 
mittee sat in special session with the 
Couneil of the Provisional Govern- 
ment for a discussion of the Govern- 
ment’'s motives in issuing the note. 

There also were demonstrations last 
ovening in favor of the Government. M. 
Rodsianko, president of the Duma, ex- 
horted the people to continue the war 
until the atiainment of victory worthy 
of the Russian people. 

The note which provoked the trouble 
was sent by the provisional Government 
to the representatives of Russia tn the 
a'iied capitalé, and assured ‘he allies 
that the change In Government in Rus- 
sia cannot afford a pretext for any 
slackening on the part of Russia in th» 
common struggle of all the entente ab 
lies.

Text of Commenicattion. 
The note which is dated May | and 
signed by Foreign Secretary Miliukotf. 
instructs the various diplomatic repre- 


jrentatives to the allied coun 
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transmit the following communication: 

“The provisio.ial Government of Rus- 
sia published on April 27 a manifesto to 
L:ussian citizens, wherein it explained 
the views of the Government of Russia 
ab regards the objects to be attained in 
the war. The Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs instructs me to communicate to 
you the contents of the document re- 
terred to and to add the following con- 
siderations: 

“Our enemies have striven lately to 
show discord among our allies by propa- 


gating absurd reports regarding the al- - 


leged intention of Russia to conclude a 
eeparate peace with the central Powers. 
The text of the document annexed will 
form the best refutation of such in- 
tentions. The general principles there- 
in enunciated by the provisional Gov- 
ernment are in entire agreement with 
the ideas which have been~ expressed 
repeatedly up tu quite recently by emi- 
nent statesmen of the allied countries. 

‘These principles were expressed lu- 
eidly alsc in the words of the President 
of our ally, the great overseas republic. 
"he Russian Government and ihe old re- 
gime certainly was not prepared to ap- 
preciate and snare these ideas as ito the 
Mberating character of the war, the es- 
tablishment of a stable basis for pacific 
co-operation of nations, the freedom of 
oppressed peoples, etc., but emancipated 
Russia can now use language which will 
be understood by modern democracies 
2nd hasten to add her voice to that of 
her allies. 

“The deciaration of the provisional 
Government being imbued with the new 
spirit of free democracy naturally can- 
not afford the least pretext for as- 
sumption that the demolition of the oid 
structure has entailed any slackening on 
the part of Russia in the common strug- 
gle of all the allies. On the contrary, 
the nation’s determination to bring the 
world war to a decisive victory has 
been accentuated owing to the sense of 
responsibility which is shared by all in 
general and each one of us in partic- 
ular. 

“This spirit has become still more 
active by the fact that it is concentrat- 
ed on the immediate task, which touches 
everybody so closely, of driving back 
the enemy who invaded our territory. 
It is understood, and the annexed doc- 
ument so expressly states, that the pro- 
visional Government, in safeguarding 
the right acquired for our country, will 
maintain a strict regard for its en- 
gagements with the allies of Russia. 

“Firmly convinced of the victorious is- 
sue of the present war and in perfect 
agreement with our allies, the provi- 
sional Government is likewise confident 
that the problems which were created 
by this war will be solved by the crea- 
tion on a firm basis of a lasting peace 
and that, inspired by identical senti- 
ments, the allied democracies will find 
means of establishing the guarantees 
and penalties necessary to prevent any 
recourse to sanguinary war in the fu- 
fture.”’

CHILE DENIES REPORT OF

‘Please convey to my countrymen my 
farewell ‘greetings,’ read a- statement 
given by the Ambassador to Morris 
Bukor, Counselor here to the Austrian 
consulate. ‘‘During my brief sojourn I 
did not come into contact with them, 
but I know from previous experience 
that they are sober, industrious and 
law-abiding. I take with me the firm 
conviction that my countrymen will also 
hereafter honor the land whose hospital- 
ity they enjoy and in which they earn 
their livelihood, and they will readily 
obey its laws to the full extent.” 

Speaking to newspaper men, Count 
Tarnowski said thatehe could not “but 
express my sincere regret at leaving 
your nice country.’’ 

“I suppose,’”’ he continued, “I am a 
unique figure in the history of diplo- 
matic relations between countries in 
that I arrived at such an inopportune 
moment, Dut while never having the op- 
portunity to present my credentials, I 
still conducted the official business of 
the Austrian embassy. 

“When will the war end? No man'can 
say how long the war will last, but Ger- 
many will have food.’’

BRITISH “HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, May 3, via London.—After 
four days of calm, fighting on a large 
scale was resumed along a wide front 
today and more fmportant stategic 
points fell into British hands, including 
the village of Fresnoy, several miles 
north of the Scarpe River, and the 
ground about Cheritsy. 

Between Fontaine-les-Croisilies and 
Bullecourt about 600 yards more of the 
original Hindenburg line, which ran 
from Queant in a northwesterly direc- 
tion toward Arras, was penetrated and 
rolled up. This fighting was close to 
the Queant-Hindenburg line new emer- 
gency trench system, extending -north 
from there to Drocourt. Work on this 
new system is proceeding with feverish 
haste, according to prisoners, and the 
stubborn resistance the Germans now 
are offering is to prevent the necessity 
of their occupying the new line before 
it is ready for prolonged defensive ac- 
tion. 


Fighting on 18-Mile Front. 
Today’s range of operations "covered 


virtually 18 miles, although the pressure 
was not exerted over this entire front. 
There .was artillery activity at, all 
points, however, and the stronger Ger- 
man “positions were fairly deluged with 
shells. i 

The fighting be@&an before dawn and 
continued throughout’a day of sunshine. 
The troops moving to the firing line 
passed along roads whose overhanging 
trees were tipped with the first green 
leaves of spring. The fields back of the 
battle front were yellow with cowslips 
and dandelions; birds were singing joy- 
ous melodies. A warm east wind stirred 
up great clouds of dust, and the men 
were white with fine chalk powder. 

As the marching columns reached ths 
battle. zone, however, all was changed. 
The trees became black skeletons; the 
fair fields had been pitted and scarred 
under the shell fire. The only melodies 
were deep-throated roars of cannon, the 
whine of shells and the whistle of bul- 
lets. 


y Begins at Dawn. 
Under hs ight of a May moon the 


British guns roared the artillery prep- 
aration at intervals during the night, 
but it was not until the lunar rays hed 
disappeared that tne real bombardment 
began. In ite intensified form it was 
of short duration. Then the guns set- 
tled into barrage work as the troops 
stole out froin their forward aires 
or shallow shelters. 

It was still. half an hour before dawn. 
and the morning mists gave a deeper 
density to the darkness. 

There was stiff fighting from the very 
first, and everywhere along the line th¢e 
Germans offered desperate resistance. 
Since the battle of Arras began on Evs- 
ter Monday the Germans have concen 
trated great numbers of guns opposite 
the British and lately they have been 
firing with almost reckless extrava- 
gance. Much of the shooting has been 
absolutely blind since the British took 
all the high ridges, the Germans being 
unable to get more than momentary 9b- 
servation with airplanes and ballvons, 


Canadians Take Fresnmoy. . 
This morning the British creeping 


barrage fire, which swept like a great 
trellis work of exploding shells in fror.t 
of the attacking troops, was met by a 
furious defensive curtain of fire, and 


for half an: hour or more the artillery 


display was one of the most wonderful 
seen during the war. At the north of 
the line the Canadian troops who occu- 
pied Arleux several days ago pushed 
forward and took Fresnoy.

The Fresnoy garrison fought with 
great bitterness, and it was rot until 
the Canadians had virtually surrounded 
the village that the survivors, cut off 
within, surrendered. The number of 
prisoners taken was 2) men and seven 
officers. 

Germaas in Better Spirtts. 

One of the officers spoke excellent En- 
glish, and as a Canadian officers was 
conducting him to the rear, he asked to 
see the positions from which the Ger- 
mans were driven during the storming of 
.Vimy Ridge, April 9. He marveled at 
the situation and asked what Canadian 
division took the particular position he 
saw. When told it was the same division 
wh.ch captured him at Fresnoy today, 
» he laughed and said he could not believe 
it. He could not believe that any divi- 
sions in the Vimy fight would be able 
to go on now, and shook his head in- 
credulously when told that all the divi- 
sion were still at their battle stren 

This. same officer asserted that the 
morale of the troops opposite the British 
front were better than during the battle 
of the Somme. He said that the German 
soldiers now see their airplanes avout. 
They also seem to be getting sorely 
needed artillery support during the last 
three weeks. There had been much com- 
plaint about lack of this support, and 
the infantrymen had begun to regard 
themselves merely as targets for the 
British artillery. The officer declared 
that the feeling was all changed now 
and that the Germans believe their ar- 
tillery equal to any. 

Counter Attack Pian Upset. 

Oddly enough, German shells begun to 
pitch about the prisoners’ collecting sta- 
tion with deafening reports, so charac- 
teristic of the German high explosives, 
and the Germans had to be moved. The 
prisoners taken at Fresnoy were ail 
Prussians. Two fresh regiments had 
come into Fresnoy trenches last night 
for a great German counter attack on 
Arleux this morning. - Needless to say, 
their plans were upset by,the British 
attack. 

Good progress was 
Guemappe along the Arras-Cambrai 
row@, ani British troops, pushing 
through Cherisy, south of that road, 
swept several hundred yards beyond 
their first objectives. There was heavy 
fighting about Fontaine-Lez-Croisilles 
and Bulleccurt, in which the Australians 
took part. 

There also was more fighting about 
Oppy, to which the Germans are still 
clinging. . 

The wood west of this village is very 
dense and is bristling with machine 
guns, some of which have been mount- 
ed in the trees. This wood also is one 
continuous tangle of barbed wire. The 
Germans are holding desperately to two 
woods east of Monchy Le Preux, known 
as the Bois Du Sart and Bois Du Vert, 
and have connected the two with elab- 
orate trenches. 

Heavy counter attacks were attempted 
time and time again during the day, and 
from every section of the battle front 
came echoes of the never-ceasing artil- 
lery duel,

Missing Boat From Torpedoed 
American Steamer . With .. 
Fourteen Men, Found.

LONDON, May 4--——-The admiralty 
reports that the missing: boat. from 
the American steamer Rockingham, 
with all 14 men. has been picked up 
by a British steamer. This Hfe dDoat 
contained Third Ofifcer McKenny and 
13 American gunners. 

Capt. Charles Edwards of the Rock- 
ingham said in an interview at Liver- 
pool that the submarines in the attack 
on his ship dived almost as soon as they 
were observed and that the ship was 
torpedoed a few minutes later while the 
guns were trained on the spot where the 
periscopes were expected to reappear. 


Captain Comes in Barefoot. 
Capt. Edwards was barefoot when re 


arrived at Londonderry, Ireland, late. 
Wednesday night, and 22 members of 
his crew who were with him were scan. 
tily clad. They were cared for by the. 
American Consul. 

Capt. Edwards said that he sighted 
two submarines on Tuesday afternoon 
at a distance of five miles and attempt- 
ed to escape by steering a zigzag course, 
A. torpedo struck the ship near the en- 
gine room on the starboard side and 
killed two men. One of the vessel's four 
lifeboats was smashed, but the others 
got clear just before the steamer sank, 

Refused to Tow Boats. 

One of the submarines came close to 
a lifeboat and asked the destination. and 
tonnage of the Rockingham. Edwards 
asked the questioner to tow the lifeboats 
toward ignd, but the man pretended not 
to understand although he spoke. good 
English. He finally refused to give any 
help, told the refugees they could get 
ashore as best they could and the U- 
boat submerged. 

“We were hit at 2 p. m., Tuesday, 10 
miles from land,” continued Capt. Bdé- 
wards. ‘I was on the bridge at the 
time. ‘Five minutes before the torpedo- 
ing I noticed through the haze two 
specks en the horizon, one on the port 
bow and the other on the starboard 
bow. I immediately called them to the 
attention of the gunners, who were at 
their posts both fore and aft, and they 
immediately trained their guns in the 
direction indicated. The visibility was 
so bad it was impossible for any of us 
to say whether they were submarines or 
patrol boats. 

‘While all eyes were straining through 
their glasses to penetrate the haze, both 
the specks disappeared. Then we knew 
they were submarines. We were already 
steering a zig-zag course and the gun- 
ners were ready at the sight of any tar- 
get to fire on the enemy. Suddenly 
there came a terrific explosion, the Fre- 
sults of which made it impossible to 
handle the guns. Our ship sank In less 
than 2) minutes. The gun crew on the 
Rockingharn@ was in charge of Chief 
Petty Officer Arthur Wood.” 

The three lifeboats kept together until 
nightfall when one got separated. A 
patrol rescued the men in the two boats 
which had remained in company, but 
could not find the third.

Itemized accounts filed according 
to law with Recorder of Deeds Joy

These figures do not include sums, 
which have not yet been made public, 
showing the amounts spent by the 80 
or more candidates at the primaries 
and by the nominees over and above 
their donations to the various party 
organizations. 

A statement filed yesterday by the 
Republican City Committee showed that 
its outlay in the primary, and regular 
election was $33,237.28, to which is to be 
added an expenditure of: $9393.84 by the 
Kiel indorsers, who assisted in the nom- 
ination and ‘re-election of Mayor Kiel. 
The total is $42,631.12. After the elec- 
tion the Republicans had a balance of 
$4275.58. 

Democrats Spent $15,484. 

The campaign collections of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee amounted to 
$9722 and the disbursements to $9249.48. 
In addition,- the Connett-for-Mayor or- 
ganization received contributions of $8830 
and expended $9233.05. The total collec- 
’ tions for the two Democratic organiza- 
tions were $18,552, and the total expendi-

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CENSORSHIP. MEASURE 
DEFEATED IN HOUSE 
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Clause of Espionage Bill Stricken 
Out by Vote of 220° © 
to 107. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The Hous 
by a vote of. 220 to 167 today struc 
out the censorship section of the adr 
ministration’s espionage Dill. 

Postmaster-General Burleson made 
futile attempt to get enough votes fo 
the censorship section. 

At the same time the Senate was der 
bating the espionage bill and President 
Wilson's approval of the export embargo 
section was read there. | 

Representative Graham of Pennsyl- 
vania, author of the House motion té 
strike out the censorship section, dur- 
ing the debate today said: “Let us 
take the people into our’ confidence. 
They are the sovereigns. This is their 
war and they have to make the sacri- 
fices.’’ 

Representative Kahn today offered his 
amendment to create a Board of Cen- 
sors to be composed of trained news- 
paper men and representatives of th? 
State, War and Navy departments. 

In closing argument for the censor- 
ship section, Chairman Webb of the 
Judiciary Committee declared he had 
just received word from President Wl- 
con that the section would’ be necessary 
to the defense and success of the coun- 
try. 

“Was that message brought down by 
Postmaster-General Burleson, who is al- 
}ways snooping around here?” demand- 
ed Representative Norton of North Da- 
kota. 

Webb taunched into an attack on 
newspapers, who, he said, were not 
standing by the President. 


Power would have been given the 
President under the section to suppress 
b ‘oclarnation any news relating to 
matiobal defense. 

In a futile effort to save the section, 
Webb amended it to only prohibit ‘‘pub- 
lication’’ and not ‘‘communication” of 
news suppressed by presidential order. 

Speaker Clark, Republican Leader 
Mann and Representative Jeanette Ran- 
kin voted to strike out the section.

DEAD OF EXPOSURE 


Fifteen of Eighteen Men in One 
Lifeboat Perished, Capt. 
Harris Says. 


GLASGOW. Scotland, May 4.—S. 5S. 
Harris of the American tank steamer 
Vacuum, which was sunk by a German 
submarine Saturday, and four survivors 
from that steamer who landed with him 
on the Scottish coast, suffered terribie 
hardships after ieaving their vessel and 
are now in a hospital for treatment. 
Only three out of 18 men in the Cap- 
tain’s boat survived their experiences. 
while in another boat in which there 
were nine men two died of exposure 

Capt. Harris, in talking with an Asso- 
ciated Press representative today, said 
that in less than three minutes after 
the torpedoing the entire complement of 
the ship, with the exception of the four 
of the enginee room staff, who prob- 
ably were killed by the éxplosion, were 
off the ship. During the afternoon the 
captain’s boat capsized. Fortunately the 
men were able to right her, but about 
an hour later she again turned over, 
and this time four men perished. 

It was intensely cold when night fell 
and 10 of the 14 men remaining in 
the boat died from exposure. The boat 
was Overturned twice in the darkness 
and it was only by superhuman exer- 
tions that the sailors were able to right 
her each time and get aboard again. 
The second mate died soon after the 
last of these experiences. 

About noon the next day, Capt. Harris 
came across the No. 3 boat. The cap- 
tain and his comrades were transferred 
to the No. 2 boat, making up her crew 
to 10. They landed the next morning, 


; but one of them died soon afterward.

‘They Will Have Preference in 


Selection of 10,000 to Drill 
First Army Draft. 


CAMP PLANS OUTLINED 


Work Which 40,000 Applicants 
in Attendance at Sixteen 
Places Will Undergo. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—An outline of 
plans for training and selecting th: 10,- 
000 officers for the first 500,000 troops 
raised by selective conscription was 
made pubiic today by the War Depart- 
ment. 

After three months’ instruction at the 
training camps, the 10,000 officers for 
16 infantry and two cavalry divisions 
will be selected on merit from the to- 
tal of 40,000 to be trained and assigned 
to reriments which will be called to 
the colors a month or two later. The 
other 30.000 men who are found to be 
‘qualified will be commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and Called out 
for duty as needed. 

For the first of their training the of- 


i ficer candidates will be organized into 


14 infantry companies and drilled as 
such by regular and national guard of- 
ficers, and such of their own number 
as may be qualified for command. Then 
they will be organized by individual fit- 
ness into nine infantry companies, three 
batteries of artillery and two troops of 
cavalry. 

The department’s statement lays great 
stress on the fact that mature men, 
schooled for responsible positions, will 
be sought, particularly in selecting the 
first 10,000. In later training camps 
younger men are expected to predomi- 
nate. 

While reports from all sections of the 
country indicate generous response to 
the call for candidates, and there is a 
probability that each’ of the 16 camps 
will have its full quota of 2500 men, it 
is pointed out that many @f the candi- 
dates do not come up to the desired 
Standard. Realizing that many desi'- 
able men may have been kept away be- 
cause they could not af‘ord to attend 
the camps, the War Department also 
announced that all who go into train- 
ing will be paid $100 a month in addition 
to subsistence. 

“The difficulties of administration in 
the selection of candidates are bein: 
adjusted,”” says the statement. ‘‘The 
question of pay for the men in training 
is expected to be settled shortly bv 
Congress, with provisions for regular 
pay for reserve officers, and $100 a 
month fcr candidates. All men found 
fit for commissions at the end of the 
three-month course will be commis- 
sioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corns. 
even if not immediately needed for the 
first increinent of troops. 

‘There room for iniprovement in 
the quality of the applicants. Men of 
proved capacity in civiljan life are need- 
ed. Mature men of this kind, from £5, 
to 44, especially if unmarried, are urged 
to consider the matter at once and 2n- 
roll for the first series of camps. Theve 
is plenty of room for men of the right 
qualities.’’

portunity for men under 27 years of age 
to obtain commissions in the regular 
army. At the close of the camovs exam-' 
inations will be -held for appointments 
as Second Idjeutenants in the regular 
army. 

The War Department warts 400° of 
these officers for the expanded regular 
army, in addition to the 10,000 officers 
whose special task will be the traizi- 
ing of the new army of conscripted men, 
This means that the younger men, who 
are not likely to be commissioned to 
train the neW army, will receive corr- 
missions and be called on later to serve 
in the expanded regular army.

In St. Louis 466 men have passed the 
examinations as candidates for the of- 
ficers’ training camp at Fort Riley, Kan.

Former President Taft Says League 
to Enforce Peace Has Special 
Duaty to Perform. 
NEW YORK, May 4.—Former 
dent William H. Taft, in a statement 
sent to state and district officers of the 
League to. Enforce Peace, of which he is 
head, states that the league will “urge 
America to fight for a peace that will

PLOTS CULTIVATED 


Applications of 800 Persons 
Who Want Ground Are 
Still on File. 


The Thrift Gardens Committee of 

the Women’s Council has obtained 
permission from the Catlin estate to 
use the Catlin tract, which torders 
Yorest Park on the north for a truck 
gar@en. The products obtained will 
be turned over to the Provident As- 
sociation for distribution among the 
poor. 
Within a few days the large tract 
will be plowed up by tractors and 
planted in beans, potatoes and other 
underground vegetables. 

The Catlin garden will be the 
largest in the city. Several others 
have been laid notably in North St. 
Louis at Broadway and Bissell and at 
where. the 
work of cultivation will be done by 
school children. Several gardens also 
are being projected in the vincinity 
of other school houses. 


500 Gardens Established. 
The Chamber of Commerce is co- 


operating with the women in the 
Frank Wie- 
landy is in charge of its part of the 
work. Experts are being employed 
to test the soil of the plots selected 
for gardens as to their availability 
for certain kinds of vegetables. 

Large and small, 600 gardens have 
already been established in St. Louis, 
ranging in size from plots, 25x125 feet to 
10-acre lots. The Thrift Committee has 
on file 800 applications from persons wo 
want to cultivate ground. Seeds for all 
manner of vegetables are being sold by 
the committee at cost from its headquar- 
ters, 710 Locust street.

The Women’s Cen- 
tral Committee on Food Conservation, 
whose headquarters are in the Boat-

COLONIES WAN! 
VOICE IN BRITAIN'S 
FOREIGN RELATIONS 


War Conference Also Declares 
for Imperial Preference in 
Frade. 


RECOGNITION FOR INDIA 


Readjustment of Relations on 
Full Recognition as Autono- 
mous Nations. 


LONDON, May 4.—The Imperial War 
Conference, which has been in session 
for several weeks and has been attend- 
ed by eminent representatives from all 
parts of the empire except Australia, 
is nearing the end of its labors after 


considering questions covering a wide 
field and adopting resolutions on mat- 
tera of far-reaching importance. 

Secretary of State for Colonies Walter 
Hume Long says that some matters 
dealt with are of a very confidential 
character at present and it probably 
will not be possible to publish resolu- 
tions or debates on these subjects until 
the end of the war. However, he quotes 
a number of important resolutions, 
among which is one approving imperial 
preference in the matter of trade. 

Another resolution expresses the opin- 
ion that readjustment of the constitu- 
tional relations of the component parts 
of the empire is too important a sub- 
ject to be dealt with during the war 
and should be taken up in an imperial 
conference as soon as possible after the 
cessation of hostilities. 

Autonomous Nations. 

The conference places itself on rec- 
ord as holding that any readjustment 
should be based on full recognition of 
the dominions as autonomous nations 
of an imperial commonwealth and of 
India as an important part of the same, 
and that the right of the dominions and 
of India to an adequate voice in Great 
Britain’s foreign policy and foreign re- 
lations. should be recognized. 

It is worthy of note, says the Secre- 
tary, that in every case the decision 
of the conference was unanimous, and 
on no occasion was it found necessary 
to take a division or withdraw a motion 
because an agreement could not be 
reached. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

Among the resolutions adopted are the 
following: 

First. That the Admiralty be request- 
ed to work out immediately after the 
conclusion of the war what it considers 
the most effective scheme of naval de- 
fense for the empire for the considera- 
tion of the several Governments sum- 
moned to this conference with such 
recommendations as the Admiralty con- 
siders necessary in that respect for the 
empire’s future security. 

Second. That the imperial War Con- 
ference desires to’ place on record its 
view that the resolution of the imperia: 
conference of April 2, 1917, should be 
modified to permit India to be fully 
represented in all future imperial con- 
ferences. z 

Third. The Imperial Conference is of 
the opinion that a readjustment of the 
constitutional relations of the component 
parts of the empire is too important 
and intricate a subject to be dealt with 
during the war and that It should form 
the subject of a special imperial con- 
ference after the cessation of hostili- 
ties. 

The conference deems it its duty, 
however, to place on record its views 
that any such readjustment, while thor- 
oughly preserving the existing powers 
of self-government and complete contro: 
of domestic affairs, should be. based 
upon full recognition of the dominions 
as autonomous nations of-an imperia) 
commonwealth, and of India as an im- 
portant part thereof; should recognizo 
the right of the dominions and India 
to voice in the foreign policy and for- 
eign relations and should provide effect. 
ive arrangements for continuous consul- 
tation on all in.porcant matters of com. 
mon imperial interest and for such con- 
certed action fuunded on that consulta- 
tion as the several Governments shall 
determine. 


Mineral Resource Buregu. 
_ Fourth. That it is desirable to astab- 


lish in London an imperial mineral re- 
sources bureau, upon which should he 
representatives of Great Britain, the 
don-inions, Indic. avd other parts of the 
empire, the bureau to be charged with 
the duties of the collection of informa- 
tion regarding the mineraj resources and 
metal requirements of the empire ani 
of advising what action, if any, may 
appear desirable to enable such re- 
sources to be developed and made uvail 
able to meet the metal requirements of 
the enipire. 

Fifth. That the conference, in view 
of the experience of the present war, 
calls attention to the imuortance of de- 
velopirg in adequate capacity the pro- 
duction of naval and military material, 
munitions and supplies in all important 
parts of the empire, including the coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific and In- 
dian Oceans, where no such facilities at 
present exist. and affirms the im- 
portance of. clore co-cneration between 
India, the dominions and the United 
Kingdom with this object in view. 

Food and Natural Resources.

Control of Rail Traffic te Russia 
Nation’s Best Card in 
Negotiations.

sTOCKHOLM, May 3.—Arvid Lindman, 

Sweden’s Minister of Forelgn affairs, 

received me this morning, and on con- 

dition that he was not to be quoted, 

d' cussed Sweden’s complex economic 

provlem, particularly as it has been or 

may be affected by America’s entry into 

‘the war. 

The new Foreign Minister is a man of 
modern ideas and forceful character. Ee 


probably is one of the best men in Swe- 


den today for manipulating the Swedish 
end of delicate €conomic negotiations 
between America and Scandinavia, par- 
ticularly as the best relations exist be- 
tween hin and American Minister Ira 
Nelson Morris. 

Survey of Situation. 

Despite the Foreign Minister's preju- 
dice against publicity, in view of Swe- 
den's delicate economic position between 
two warring groups of powers. which is 
aggravated by America’s entry, I gath- 
ered the following general survey of the 
situation which undoubtedly reflects tie 
views in high official circles: 

The possibility is fully realized that a 
continuance of the war may culminate in 
a world-famine. Sweden, although short 
of foodstuffs, can just manage to hold 
through until the next harvest under 
the present bread ration, which although 
small, is adequate. 

Whether Sweden could hold out an- 
other year depends on the next harvest. 
With average good crops Sweden can 
manage to feed-itself with rigid econ- 
omy. The. safety margin, particularly 
in view of the doubtful character of the 
next #arvest, is such that the importa- 
tion of breadstuffs from America is de- 
sired. Negotiations toward this. end 
have become the imperative duty of the 
Government. itn economic negotiations 
with America, Sweden is co- -operating 
closely with Denmark and Norway in 
the meeting of the Foreign Ministers 
of the Scandinavian states, who realize 
they are all in the same situation. They 
will hold another conference at Stock- 
holm next week. The Swedish economic 
commission, under the leadership of 
former Minister Lagerkrantz, will, it is 
hoped, be able to reassure America. that 
American breadstuffs and other ex- 
ported commodities will not be re-ex- 
ported so that there will be no danger 
of benefiting Germany. Sweden wants 
not only American breadstuffs, but 
«american food and cotton. 

‘ Controls’ Traffic to Ruasia. 

In addition to assurance that Germany 

will not be a beneficiary, Sweden is in 


4a position to barter advantageously by 


reason of its command of the rail traffic 
to Russia. In view of Sweden's desire 
for American commodities, Minister 
Morris probably would be able to extract 
eoncessions from the present Swedish 
Government for trans-shipment of 
American goods by rail to Russia. 
Beside control of the traffic to Russia 
Sweden aiso has exportable wood pulp, 
ores and finished steel, all of. which are 
Wanted in England. Hence official Swed- 
ish opinion is optimistic over the suc- 
cessful outcome of economic negotia- 
tions with England and America. Some 
meat is being exported to Germany be- 
cause of the shortage of American cattle 
feed here; otherwise Sweden's exports to 
Germany are said to be negligible. 


Socialist’s Messaze to America. 

“I hope the American people will cor- 
tinue the line of conduct they have taken 
in the sense of guaranteeing to humanity 
a just and durable peace.’”’ This is the 
message of Sweden's Social Democ- 
racy to the American people, sent 
through the Post-Dispatch by the So- 
cialist leader, Hjalmar Branting, todav.

One of the surprises to politicians !s 
the failure of William E. Leach of 8t. 
Louis to get. an appointment worth 
-while, Leach is a traveling salesman 
and succeeded in lining up many travel- 
ing salesmen for Gardner. They asked 
that he be given a good appointment. 
Leach wanted to be warden of the pen- 
itentiary, but told his friends that he 
cared less for a place with a large sal- 
ary than he did to be recognized by the 
Governor with a position of honor. 

The Governor offered him a place as 
deputy hotel inspector ata salary of $100 
per month. Leach refused it and the 
Governor then offered it to his son. 
The son also refused the offer, and 
Leach is now among those who have no 
good words for the Governor. 


Another surprise has been the failure 
of the Governor to offer Omar D. Gray 


ot Sturgeon a position of importance. 
Gray was the Gardner campaign man- 
ager and it generally was predicted that 
he could have any position he desired. 
He wanted to be a member of thé Pub- 
lic Service Commission, but failed to 
get it. He then wanted to be a member 
of the State Prison Board, but instead 
the Governor named Kelly Pool, who 
resides in the same county as Gray. He 
would have been satisfied with a place 
on the State Tax Commission, but the 
Governor has said that he intended to 
give the two Democratic places on the 
commission to Cernelius Roach and 
James Y. Player. 


‘All that Gray has receivéd so far is 
an appointment as a, member of the 
Board of Managers of the Lincoln In- 
stitute at Jefferson City, a State school 
for negroes. 

There have been many applicants for 


minor jobs in State institutions and de- 


partments, and many of them have left 
Jefferson City dissatisfied. They have 
said at hotels that they came with the 
indorsement of their Senators and that 
the Governor has sent them to: Stats 
departments with notes instructing the 
head of the department to put them to 
work. This was impossible in many 
cases because there were no jobs va- 
cant. These job hunters have expressad 
some wonder as to whether the Gover- 
nor knew there were no vacancies when 
he sent them to the departments. 


The «Governor's action in providing 
good jobs for his opponents for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor 
has caused much comment. William R. 
Painter, who probably was the most 
bitter in his denunciation of Gardner 
during the campaign, was appointed 
chairman of the Prison Board. Corne- 
lius Roach, who gave Gardner a Close 
race in many counties, is to be chair-

NEW YORK, May 4.—A cabie to the 
Times from Amsterdam gives additional 
quotations from an article by Maximilian 
Harden, the noted German editor, in de- 
fense of the course of the United States. 

Harden begins a long article with 
praise of England. He sets forth the 
“inestimable worth of freedom of speech 
in press and Parliament” in England, 
and even has a good word to say for 
the publication of the Dardanelles re- 
port; “for only by such light can a na- 
tion which governs itself live,” 

He proceeds to show haw a little while 
ago the United States stood ror peace 
and was a peace’ oasis in a world stiff 
with ermor. A professor, a Democrat 
and a pacifist was President. His first 
Secretary of State—Bryan—and his clos- 
} est friend, were pillars of peace. Nine- 
tenths of the United States were against 
war. A long list of democratic associa- 
tions of all sorts and prominent men of 
all parties were for peace. When Roose- 
velt came forward as a war champion 
he suffered a severe defeat, rent his 
party and involved Hughes in the same 
fate. Yet, despite all that, on the first 
day of the life of the new Congress, Mr. 
Wilson announced his decision to throw 
the military and economic strength of 
the United States into the war against 
/the German Empire. 


Quotes Wilson’s Speech. 
How was such a change possible?” 


Harden asks, and he supplies the an- 
swer by quoting in full Wilson's his- 
toric speech to emphasize the reply. He 
quotes from the declaration by the 
great entente statesmen in Europe-- 
Poincare, Ribot, Deschanel and Lioyd 
George, referring to the latter as “a 
genial, ultra-strenuous man of action.” 

“‘Perhaps,’’ says Harden, ‘“‘Wilson can- 
|| rot reach the heights of those four ora- 
tors ofthe first rank, but nevertheless 
his speech will soon stand in the school 
tooks with those of Demosthenes, 
Cicero, Pitt, Mirabeau, Robespierre, Bis- 
marck and Gambetta, and will outshine 
all previous and contemporary declara- 
tions, because it came from the lips of 
the head of a state who spoke as none 
had spoken before in the world’s his- 
| tory; who was made bold by a creed of 

idealism, which had not become flaccid 
and who found courage for new things. 

Peace and Then War. 

“On Jan. 23 the world heard Mr. Wil 
son’s peace offer and in it the first 
voice which indicated in clear, pro. 
found, and considered words, not veiled 
with halting wishes, the way to lasting 
peace. On April 3 we heard from the 
Same mouth a declaration of war like 

none since the Crusades.”’ 
| Harden proceeds to pour scorn on those 
of his countrymen who now have noth- 
ing but scorn for America, bitterly at- 
tacks the German policy and argues at 
length that it was really her ideal of 
peace which drove America to act. He 
then goes on to refer to the entente 
reply to the January peace offer, say- 
ing: 

“In this shrill and defiant answer I 
do not find a single trace of that de- 
rision and scorn so often attributed to 
ge :

“Bismarck used to declare that the ° 
worst diplomatic error of Mis experi- 
ence was that committed by the Duke 
of Frammont when he did not regard 
Leopold's renunciation of the Spanish 
throne as a French triumph and so 
avoid war and the downfall of the em- 
pire. This error of July, 1860, was ex- 
ceeded by that of East Prussia in July,

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UNITY AND CO-OPERATION. 

Two unusually good addresses were made at 
the Chamber of Commerce luncheon to the offi- 
cers and directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 

President Rhett and Director Filene stated with 
singular clarity and force the high purpose in 
defense of democragy.and humanity and in pro- 
motion of enduring peace which brought our 
country into the war, and the great part the 
United States will play in our splendid adventure. 

Unselfishness of aim and efficiency of action 
were the central thoughts both speakers devel- 
oped. 

Mr. Rhett outlined the organization and ob- 
jects of the National Chamber of Commerce. He 
described it as the creation of the new spirit 
actuating the business men of America-—-the spirit 


}of co-operation for the general welfare, for the 
| public as 


well as for the business man, which has 
superseded the old narrow spirit of combination 
for individual profit. 

Mr. Filene pointed out the essential things 
necessary to utilize our great strength for the 
war and to assure success. They are: “ 

Unity, solidarity of thought and effort 
under wise leadership. 

o-operative efficiency, the co-ordinating of 
forces to accomplish common ends, swiftly 
and thoroughly. 

Every American should realize that he is a 
part in the great American war organization and 
do the work. that comes to his hand; he must 
work with every other American to accomplish 
the essential tasks of the nation. 

Designating himself as a shopkeeper—he is head 
of a Boston department store—Mr. Filene sen- 
sibly advised the people to put judicious re- 
straints upon their own wants while so many 
necessaries are required by the Government for 
war purposes. He advised individuals to sub- 
ordinate their wants to public needs and thus 
free railroads and factories for Government serv- 
ice. 

Unity, co-operation, unselfishness, 
three essential things. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF CENSORSHIP. 

The principle which should govern in the fram- 

ing of press censorship lawe for the war is ab- 
solute freedom for the publication of legitimate 
‘opinion and criticism; suppression only of facts 
the publication of which might defeat or inter- 
fere with military plans or give aid to the 
enemy. 
Deviation from this principle in laws govern- 
ing the press will be harmful, not helpful. Facts 
cannot be suppressed and freedom of speech re- 
stricted without danger to public interests. 

Publicity is as necessary to public safety in 
war as in peace.

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U-BOAT PROBLEM’S BASIC TERMS. 

After being officially and at times almost con-! 
temptuously minimized by London for many 
weeks, Berlin claims as to the U-boat campaign 
are at length conceded. 
Indeed, reports much more alarming than any 
that have come from Berlin are given publicity 
from allied sources. If, as Secretary Lane says, 
information indicates that 400,000 tons of ship- 
ping were sunk last week alone, or if half that 
amount was sunk, the result of the great war 
may come to depend wholly on the ingenuity to 
discover a more effective means of combatting 
submarines. 

From what direction is the tremendous prob- 
lem to be approached? What are the general 
lines along which inventive skill must search for 
a solution, the basic conditions that must be 
fulfilled to obtain success? 

An agency which, like the U-boat itself, can 
fight in three dimensions will obviously have a 
great superiority over guns on merchant craft, 
destroyers, cruisers, battleships, other present 
means of defense against submarines. A new 
form of submersible construction which would 
enable one U-boat to pursue and attack efficiently 
a hostile U-boat would seem a solution of the 
jproblem. But what changes will make such a 
form possible? 

Manifestly the aeroplane has a great advan- 
tage in being able to locate its adversary by sight. 


| But may not devices for locating a submarine in 


the depths by hearing, so much more delicate 
than any now known as to prove a substitute for 
sight, overcome this great handicap? 
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COAL IS DIFFERENT. 

It is not patriotic to fill your cellar with food, 
because -that creates scarcity and causes high 
prices, but there is nothing more patriotic than 
filling your shed with coal. The case of coal is 
different from that of food. There is plenty of 
coal. Filling the sheds in the summer against 
the winter’s need is not going to create scarcity 
and cause high prices. Failure to fill sheds, how- 
ever, while the filling’s good, will have precisely 
those effects. 

It is this way: While the supply of coal is 
bounteous, the production and distribution of coal 
have limitations. For one thing the coal miner is 
uncertain. He may strike. For another thing 
there is a scarcity of coal cars. For months most 
of the mines supplying St. Louis territory with 
coal have not been able to work much more than 
half time because of lack of cars. Next winter, if 
the war in Burope continues, the condition will 
be worse. 

Notwithstanding the uncertainty of the miners 
and the inadequacy of the car supply, the mines 
can turn out and the railroads can distribute 
enough coal for everybody if they can spread 
the production and the distribution througy the 
year. They cannot, under conditions now exist- 
ing and likely to continue, produce and distribute 
enough in Bix months or less time for a year’s 
requirements. | A 

If war continues through next winter the 
world will need all the coal that the mines of 
America can produce. Great Britain is already 
short 15,000,000 tons. France’s plight is worse.

Next winter our domestic and industrial require- 
meuts will be greater. The railroads will need 
more than ever before. The navy, which fights 
on its furnace, needs twice as much coal in time 
of war as in time of peace. -

MUST HAVE THE DIET’S HELP. 

After steadfest@y refusing since the beginning 
of the war to convoke the National Parliament, 
the rulers of Austria have at last decided they 
can no longer delay it. The Emperor’s decision 
to summon that body is plainly causing many 
misgivings in Germany. It seems to be another 
indication that the power of the German party 
in Austria is rapidly weakening. 

The Parliament has not been convoked hitherto 
because the aristocracy has been afraid to con- 
voke it. At all times one of the most discordant 
political bodies in the world, the assembly at this 
time should be harder to handle than ever. 

To their normal disputes the irreconcilable 
factions will add the greater dissensions that have 
come with war weariness. The Slavs and Czechs 
undoubtedly will be emboldened to ask embar- 
rassing questions because of the success of democ- 
racy and the cause of local self-government in 
Russia. The Hungarians will have a bill of com- 
plaint to file about the unsatisfactory conduct of 
hostilities. Above all, the old, perennial discon- 
tent of all other factions against the civil and 
military dominance of the German influence is 
bound to flame into new and brighter resentment, 

The session will afford the first real test of the 
powers of leadership of the new monarch. If 
Kaiser Karl can patch up some measure of har- 
mony and obtain at least a fair outward show 
of mutual trust and co-operation, it will be no 
longer possible to doubt that even a bigger man 
than Franz Joseph has ascended the throne. 
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ORGANIZING FOR A LONG WAR. 

President Daniel Willard of the B. & O., mem- 
ber of Mr. Wilson’s National Defense Council, is 
helping to destroy some fatuous illusions in warn- 
ing the country to prepare for a long war. 

If peace comes within the next few months, it 
will be due to unexpected factors and probably 
will be influenced more by Germany's interior 
than its exterior situation. All the indications 
that now justify optimism point to progress at 
a slow rate and a bitter, stubborn contest. 

“Just imagine the effect if Russia were to effect 
a settlement with Germany,’ says Mr. Willard. 
“Two and a half million men woyld be released 
to fight on the western front.’ 

But perfidy to the ailies on the part of Russia 

would mean more than that. It would mean relief 
for irksome conditions that are seriously affect- 
ing German fighting power. It would mean great 
stores of food from Russia’s wide areas for half- 
rationed Germany. It would mean supplies of 
metals and many other things whose lack now 
handicaps the Kaiser. 
Mr. Willard’s statement that the entire rail- 
road system is now operated by a central head at 
Washiffgton shows that American transportation 
is prepared for’a long war. A large measure of 
relief from congestion is to be looked for. No 
other allied nation entered the war with so high 
a degree of national organization as that with 
which the United ‘States will enter it. 
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FALSE IMPRESSIONS. 
El HeraYdo of Parral, a Mexican journal, said 
last year, mistaking our patient, watchful wait- 


ing: 


Germany has answered the demands of. the 
United States for the sinking of the Lusitania 
with the sinking of the Nebraska. Hoch! 
Hurrah for the insolent pirates of the uncul- 
tured hearts, devoid of all pity"! Germany’s 
brutal defiance of the United States passes 
affront. Never in the history of the world 
has a so-called strong nation been so insulted 
with another with so much premeditation and 
such disdain. The gauntlet thrown in the face 
of the transatlantic country (the United 
States) will not be picked up by the latter; 
‘it will stick in its face like: bloody saliva; 
the sun of all the centuries will not dry it. 
And this offended country, unable to seek 
refuge in war, will seek refuge in rhetoric. 
It will not fight; it will talk. 

And yet, to this day, there are a few Americans 
who are giving foreigners the same impression 


this foolish Mexican journal had.

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WRECKING OF TWO RAILROADS. 

The general facts in the wrecking of the Pere 
Marquette and C. H. & D. railroads have been 
known to the public for years. That the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission now submits a re- 
port on them belatedly is due to a request of 
Congress expressed in a resolution. The report 
makes this particular chapter in frenzied finance 
a matter of official record and adds a few new 
details. 

An interesting feature of what the commission 
has to say relates to the manner in. which great 
railroad magnates unload unprofitable properties 
which they acquire in unguarded moments. The 
Prince interests began the wrecking of the Pere 
Marquette and then, after profiting largely by 
watering the securities, sold it at an advance 
to the Zimmermann interests of Cincinnati. The 
latter kept right on with the wrecking and then 
wished the system off onto Mr. Morgan. When 
the great trust-maker -discovered he had been 
imposed on, did he pocket. his losses and smile? 
Not at all. He passed the buck by unloading the 
road onto the Erie, which he controlled. How- 
ever, when the minority Erie interests strength- 
ened themselves for a row he took the road back 
and unloaded it onto the B. & O., which he also 
controlled.

-{ Lunch Boxes for the Children

HERE are many simple things 
T which may be put in the child’s 
school lunch box that will give 
him or her variety each day in the 
week. 
First of all, however, for the lunch 
box itself—for the box is much more 
satisfactory than the more or less care- 
lessly wrapped paper bundle. 
box, which may be thoroughly washed 
and scalded and also folded in a flat 
package which fits in with the school- 
books, after the luncheon has_ been 
eaten, is really the most satisfactory 
thing in which to pack the food, so 
most people agree. This chosen, the 
next thing to provide is a generous 
supply of sheets of waxed paper and 
paper napkins, for each article of tood 
should be wrapped separately, and pa- 
per rather than damask napkins are 
preferred because they may be thrown 
away, thus saving the trouble of carry- 
ing them home. 
. To go back to the food., Of course, 
there are the old stan-~y xs of all lunch- 
eons, chicken and tongue sandwiches. 
In the case of chicken, if sliced, a leaf 
of lettuce is a welcome addition; if 
chopped, a judicious mixture of mayon- 
naise is acceptable. Then there ig pea- 
nut butter that is nearly always popu- 
lar with children and is one of the 
quickest, most easily spread, of sand- 
wich fillings. 
Egg sandwiches, too, are good. These 
may be filled with chopped egg, mixed 
with salad dressing, or with slices of 
hard-boiled eggs between squares of 
whole wheat bread, with three or four 
spearmint leaves, which add a delicious 
flavor. Hard-boiled eggs, chopped fine 
and mixed with minced ham and salad 
dressing, is another good sandwich 
filling. ; 
Stuffed eggs are welcome additions to 
the lunch box. Boil the eggs hard, cut 
in two lengthwise, ard remove the 
yolks.

These yolks might have 21 
tiny bit of parsley mixed in, which would 
make ithe filling look more interesting. 
Wrap each half egg separately in the 
waxed paper. When stuffed eggs form 
the main cish—or package—of tne lunch 
box, slices of plain buttered bread are 
preterable to sandwiches. 

Fresh fruit is always a wisé addition. 
an orange, an apple, a pear or grapes— 
whatever is to be had at the time. But 
stewed fruit is also good and, with care, 
may be easily carried. It is an easy 
matter to procure small glass jars, with 
tightly fitting covers, and in these all 
sorts of delicacics may be carried. If 
meat sandwiches are chosen for the box, 
a good dessert to accompany them 
might consist of a slice or two of home- 
made ginger bread and a small jar of 
apple sauce. Prunes and sugar cookies 
would make another good finish for the 
box meal. 

A small plain cup cake, split in two, 
filled with jam and sprinkled over witn 
powdered sugar, is good, while a simi- 
iar cake with a thin coating of choco- 
late over the top and through the mid- 
dle would be a festive layer cake. 

Salads may be easily carried in the 
box luncheon, when packed in these 
jars, chicken, celery and apple sal- 
mon—any that the child likes. To- 
mato jelly, with salad dressing spread 
over the top to be mixed in by the 
child as he or she eats, is another at- 
tractive addition to the menu. Cup 
custards are favorite dishes with some 
youngsters; these, if packed carefully, 
are usually welcomed. One mother 
bakes pumpkin pie filling in custard 
cups, and her children are delighted 
when they discover them in their boxes 
at lunch time. And -cookies, particularly 
when they can boast fruit or nuts 
among their ingredients, are sure to 
be eaten. Old-fashioned tapioca cream 
or rice, orange or chocolate pudding, 
could be carried in those little jars 
with well fitting covers, and they may 
be made as attractive as though served 
in a larger dish on the home table. 

If the pudding usually has a meringue 
it is a simple matter to brown a spoon- 
ful of meringue separately in the oven 


.jand put in on top of the pudding in the 


jar, and the child is usually pleased 
with the thought and care manifested 
in its preparation. 

A well-arranged box luncheon might 
consist of sandwiches with a hearty 
(not sweet) filling, meat, eggs or cheese, 
or bread and butter with a slice or two 
of meat, or stuffed eggs wrapped sep- 
arately, fresh fruit or stewed fruit in a 
glass jar and, for dessert, either 
cookies, cake, pudding or custard in a 
jar and perhaps, occasionally, a few 
pieces of candy. 

If it is desired to add something hot, 
it is easy to carry cocda or soup in a 
vacuum bottle of some sort which will 
keep its contents hot. And it is pos- 
sible to get a lunch box large enough, 
or containing a separate compartment, 
for this.

home in search of a career, it seemed 
perfectly natural to use my knowledge 
of cooking in some way. At first I stud- 
ied the subject at a well-known cooking 
school, expecting to teach cooking in 
time. But !ater events and opportunities 
led me to continue my studies at Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, with 
the intention of becoming a teacher of 
institutional management. Then I was 
recommended to fill my, present position 
at Cornell University. 
“At this time there was only one dor- 
mitory for the women of the university 
—a very 6ld hall; but there had recently 
been received, from a prominent woman, 
the gift of a fine new dormitory which 
was then being built. This new building 
was to have the latest equipment in all 
lines, and I was put in charge of the 
dining room there. 
‘This was in September@f that year: 
the girls went into the new dormitory in 
November, the dining room opening in 
December. Later I also opened a cafe- 
teria in another building, the oldest in 
the university and a men's dormitory. 
Then the university took over the res- 
taurant in one of the buildings of an 
engineering college. 
“This had been conducted by a man 
from the town, and it had been done in 
such an unsatisf ry- manner that 
the conditions whic found there will 
not bear wh four restaurant 
was also put under my direction. 

“Now most of the food for all the 
dining rooms and cafeterias is cooked 
in the kitchen of the women’s dormitory 
referred to, and delivered at the differ- 
ent buildings by means of motor trucks. 

“The bakeshop in this hall supplies 
bread, rolls, cakes, etc., to all the other 
dining halls. The method which we-use 
to keep the food hot e:. route is that of 
the fireless cooker. We have many 
different sorts of containers. Certain 
things we place deep down in cans, 
phich are then packed in big boxes and 
stuffed all around with newspapers. We 
find this system of delivering the food 
to various buildings from the one kitch- 
en most satisfactory. 

‘“T have four assistants, one in charge 
of each building. These women are re- 
sponsible for cleanliness in their depart- 
ments as well as for the work of their 
subordinates; they are all graduates of 
schools of domestic economy. ,

The great war credit measure just 
enacted by Congress sends our debt up 
nominally to $7,971,000,000; actually, how- 
ever, it may be said that the perma- 
nent increase in our public debt con- 
templated by the $7,000,000,000 authoriza- 
tion is only $2,000,000,000. Of the §$7,000,- 
000,000 provided, $3,000.000,(00 are to be ex- 
changed for a like amount of bonds of 
our allies, which, presumably, will %e 
redeemed in 20 to 40 years; and $2,000,- 
000,000 are in the fiature of a one-year 
loan, anticipating revenues payable in 
the current year. 

At the outbreak of the present war 
the public debt of Great Britain was 
$5,500,000, 600, a reduction of $1,000,00¢,00C 
from the period of the Napoleonic wars. 
The wealth of Great Britain was esti- 
mated at §80,000,000,000. 
Great Britain today is $19,550,000,000, or 
nearly 25 per cent of her nationa! 
wealth. The British daily expenditures 
have jumped from $2,750,000 previous to 
August, 1914, to over $25,000,000 a day. 

Germany Raised Little. 

The national wealth of Germany in 
1914 was estimated at $50,000,000,000, with 
« bonded debt of $1,172,000,000. Sie has 
made successive loans of from $2,000,000,- 
000 to $3,000,000,000 every few months un- 
til her debt Nov. 1, 1916, stood at $15,- 
260,000,000, and is today nearly $20,000,000 - 
000. Germany did not greatly increase 
her taxes at the beginning of the war, 
as did England and France, but relied 
almost entirely on the issuance of bonds, 
which was proposed to liquidate by 
indemnities levied upon her vanquishe’4 
enemies. England. however, is now 
paying 29 per cent of her expenses out 
of current taxes. 

France had an estimated wealth at 
the outbreak of the war of $55,000,000,000, 
with a debt of over $6,000,000,000, of 
which more than _ $2,000,000,000 repre- 
sented indemnities raid the allies in 
1815 and to Prussia in 1871. Yet France 
has borrowed $9,500,000,000 in addition to

$12,000,000,000, is represented in the 
property of charitable and other institu- 
tions which is exempt from taxation. 

Nevertheless, before the public debt 
of the United States reaches the ratio 
to its wealth that the war has brought 
upon the foremost European belliger- 
ents, we can increase cur debt to nearly 
$50, 000,000,000. 

The consensus of opinion in Con- 
gress during the debate upon the war- 
credit measure seemed to be that our 
part in the war shouid be financed to 
the largest practicable extent out of 
current taxes, and the British propor- 
tion of 23 per cent in taxes to 75 per 
cent in loans appeared to be acceptable. 
Assuming the war will last, our ex- 
penditures will soon increase to a rate 
in the vicinity of $10,000,000,000 a year,

These are staggering figures and that 
coming generation will bear tremendous 
burdens from the financial operations 
necessitated by the war cannot be 
doubted. Yet the increase of wealth 
in times: of peace is no less startling. 

Past British Experiences. 

The financial burdens created by wars 
of the past have invariably caused ecn- 
temporary statesmen to declare that 
¢ach would end in bankruptcy. Thus 
the British experiences of the past are 
set down by an English historian: 

“‘A million a year will beggar us,’ 
safd the patricts of 1640. 

“*Two millions a year. will grind the 
country to powder,’ was the cry of 1660, 

‘* ‘Six millions a year and a debt of 
ten millions!’ exclaimed Swift, ‘the high 
allies have been the ruin of us.’ 

““*A hundred and forty millions of 
debt!’ said Junius. ‘Well may we say 
that we owe Lord Chatham more than 
we shall ever pay, if we owe him such 
a load as this.’ 

“**Two hundred and forty millions of 
debt!’ cried all the statesmen of 1783, in 
chorus. ‘What abilities or what econ- 
“my on the part of Ministers can save 
a country so burdened!’ 

“We know that if since 1783 no. fresh 
Gebt had been incurred the increased 
resources of the country would have 
enabled us to defray that debt at which 
Pitt, Fox and Burke stood aghast, and 
that with much lighter taxation than 
that which we have actually borne. On 
what principle is it that when we see 
nothing but improvement behind us, we 
are to expect nothing but dettrioration 
before us?” 

The great indemnity of 5,000,000,000 
francs imposed by Bismarck upon 
France in 1871 was inténded as a load 
under which France should be crushed 
for all time. The actual results were 
that France became thrifty and pros- 
perous under it, while Germany suffered 
a financial collapse through inflation in- 
cident to her sudden enrichment.

Mrs: Vawter Discloses Their Rela- 

tions in Effort to Save Professor 

_ Accused of Murder. 

CHRISTIANSBURG, Va., May 4.— 
Pestimony in the trial of Prof. 
Charlies E. Vawter; charged with mur- 
Gering Stockton Heth Jr., apparently 
drew to a close today. Mrs. Vawter, 
who yesterday testified in defense of 
her’ husband, completed her recital 
Vv. 

The outstanding features of Mrs. 
Vawter’s testimony were that she ac- 
knowledged intimacies with Heth 
while under the influence of intoxi- 
cants; that she repelled him at other 
times. and that Vawter was aware of 
her acts and upbraided her. Heth 
had attacked her, she said, the night 
he was killed. 

Mrs. Vawter’s description of the 
tragedy in her home on the morning 
of March 13 follows: 

“IT was awakened by my _  child’s 
coughing and ran into the hall for 
medicine. I heard Heth call ‘Come 
in here; I want to talk to you,’ I re- 
fused and he grasped me. 

-“Soon I heard Vawter moving 
about in his room and I ran toward 
the room of our children. He went 
downstairs for his revolver and I fol- 
lowed pleading with him to let me 
kill myself, but to no avail. Coming 
upstairs in the darkness I felt him 
sway and say ‘Turn me loose.’ Then 
I heard Heth’'s voice saying ‘I won't.’ 
Shots followed and I found Heth ly- 
ing on the floor. I told him it was 
my fault and he answered that it was 
all his. Then I went into the chil- 
dren’s room and found Vawter talk- 
ing to them.”
